It can be put on 
with a good sprayer or with a brush. 
The entire inside of the stables should 
be gone over, and stanchions; stalls 
and mangers should receive a liberal 
application. Any of the standard coal 
tar preparations that are on the mar- 
ket are effective in destroying pests of 
this. character.

‘that account. In some households a 
chair in the living room is devoted to 
each member of the household and 
the gifts placed thefe for them.

Trish Potato Bread 


OMB time ago I noticed a request in the 
. Exchange for Irish potato cake. It 
Was made by an Irishwoman, 

T am not Irish born, although of Irish 
parentage, 

The potato bread of which you speak is 
not what the Irish cooks call ‘‘fadge.’’ 
If so, it ts made of mashed potatoes mixed 
while hot with dry flour and a very little 
salt, Just enough flour must be worked 
into the moist, hot mashed potatoes to 
make the mixture hold together. Not too 
much flour, remember. Form into cakes 
an inch thick. or less if you Mke; heat a 
frying pan, and when you have sprinkled 
the -cakes lightly with flour, lay in the pan. 
Set the latter on the top of the rance—not 
in the oven—and watch that they do not 
burn, Bake about half an hour, turning 
as they brown, and eat hot with butter, 

This may not be what you want. It is 
what is known ‘‘at home'’ as potato bread, 
and wag learned from my dear, good old 
Irish mother, God biess her memory! Should 
it not be the recipe you are looking for, 
let me know, and I will try again. I 
know of some fine old Irish dishes 

I forgot to say, don't grease the pan in 
which potato bread is to be baked, Lay 
the floured cakes in the dry pan And 
don't use too much flour im mixing the 
cake or handle the dough more than is 
actually necessary, or it. will be tough,
